George Grunert, commander of 
the U.S. Army’s Philippine 
Department. 


Gen. Douglas MacArthur, 
former U.S. Army chief of staff 
nnd for the Inst five years 
military adviser to Quezen, did 
not participate in the  con- 
ferences. 


MacArthur's plan for making 
the Philippines safe from ag- 
gression after 1946 has been 
sharply curtailed. Instituted 
in 1936, the MacArthur pro- 
gramme was being carried out in- 
dependent of American schemes 
for defending the islands prior 
to their independence in 1946. 
Instead of training 40,000 men 
annually, as provided in Mac- 
Arthur's plan, the Common- 
wealth has decided to train but

Quezon is understood to have 
informed Washington that the 
Commonwealth government de- 
sires to co-operate fully with the 


U.S. defence programme and will 
welcome the sending of U. S.

The mercurial Filipino presi- 
dent has indiented no change in 
his avowed desire to see the 
islands become completely in- 
dependent in 1946, although he 
has made few remarks publicly 
of late about independence. 


In announcing emasoulation 
of the MacArthur programme, 
Quezon said he no longer be- 
lieved the Commonwealth could 
make itself impregnable to in- 
vasion with the limited finances 
available for defence.

At the last meeting of the Exccutive 
Committee of the Hongkong Anti- 
Tuberculosis Association, it was re- 
ported that 45 Jocal medical practl- 
tianers had agreed to donate to the 
Ansocation the fees Uney receive from 
the Government for notifying cases 
of tuberculosis, and that the Income 
from this source during the past 
month bad amounted tv $456, The 
Association's funds at) present total 
nearly $4,000. 

It was decided to print two leaflets 
uiving shnple advice about tubercu- 
losix-—-2,000 of cach In English and 
Chinese and 5,000 of cach in Chinese

The Committee was strongly in 
favour of making a beginning with 
the treatment of carly and = curable 
cases, hiring accommodation, If pos- 
sible, in the New Territories, It was 
thought that if a M{ty-bed = scheme 
were prepared the public could 
probably be Induced to give the 
necessary finonclal support.

YE are all clear by this 

time on the central point 
of any military business, 
which central point is 2 know- 
ledge of the enemy's mind, 
In proportion os we are right 
on that we are on the way to 
vietory; in proportion to our 
error upon the enemy's mind 
we are on the way to suffering 
surprise and consequent de- 
feat. 

Now the most important 
document we have at the 
moment for discovering the 
enemy’s mind is the declara. 
tlon issued by him to the 
effect that he had abandoned 
the project of invasion and 
had fallen back upon a policy 
of attrition. 

He now proposes (or says 
he proposes) the wearing 
down of this country by hia 
efforts at blockade and his 
attacks on our shipping. 

This declaration may have 
one of two contradictory ob- 
jects, and proceed from one of 
two opposite motives. It may 
have for its object a ruse to 
deceive his opponents and put 
them off thelr guard, or it 
may have for its object the 
real information which it pur- 
ports to give. 

Its motive may be to de- 
ceive; or it may be inspired 
by that strange policy of full 
statement to which the enemy 
has resorted before, and the 
value and meaning of which 
will be discussed in a moment. 
Our first business, then, is to

We cannot be certain of 
making a right decision upon 
this.

In the oki days it used to be 
sald with Justice that he who had 
the use of Lisbon commanded the 
Mediterranean, It was the know- 
ledge of this, which gave all its

For the mouth of the Tagus, with 
its miles of sheltered inland water, 
commands the Straits, But to-day 
a fiect in the Togus, though it en-
